Hot weather Is made more endur-

able if the housewife knows how to
prepare many dainty cooling drinks.
These may be served at meals, dur-
ing thf afternoon and evening, or to
the chance guest. For the little in-
formal porch parties that bring peo-
ple together in a social way during
the warm weather, some cool drink,
as pleasing to the eye as it is to the
palate, with a few modern cakes, are
all the hostess need tax herself vith
in the way of refreshments, and mako
a delightful ending for a pleasant
evening.

A cool appetizing drink makes just
the thing with which to welcome
home some of the family from a tire-
some automobile trip or to serve to
the guest upon his or her arrival if
they have had a long, hot journey.
The following recipes will be found
satisfactory and easily prepared:

Ijlmc Ice.
Use the juice of two limes and dis-

solve in it one tablespoon of sugar.
Have glasses filled two-thir- ds full of
shaved ice. Add the lime and sugar
and ornament with either mint or
marlschino cherric. .Serve with
straw.

CofToe Lemonade.
Use-- cold coffee In place of water in

making lemonade. It is healthful
and refreshing in hot weather.

Horse's Neck.
Peel a lemon as you do an apple

and drop the peeling into a large
tumbler. Add lump of ice and a
bottle of ginger ale.

Nectar Cream.
Juice of half a lemon and one table-

spoon of sugar. Add two or three
lumps of ice. Mix well, allowing ice
to melt. Add half teaspoonof car-
bonate of soda and drink while effer-
vescing.

CI rape Water
Squeeqe four pounds of grapes

through a coarse cloth and add one-thir- d

cup of white sugar and one
pint of water to the Juice. Set on
ice. Serve with crushed ice in glass.

Cocoa Mead.
One-ha- lf pound of sugar, one-ha- lf

pound of oat meal, four ounces of
cocoa. Mix well. Pour over this
three quarts of boiling water and
allow to cool and settle. Serve ice
cold.

Oat Meal rtrcad.
Take one-ha- lf pound of sugar, one

lemon Juice and rind, one-ha- lf pound
of oat meal. Pour over these three
quarts of boiling water. Stir well
and let settle. Drain and serve
with lumps of ice.

Nectar Cream.
Put into a large glass o;r table-

spoon of sugar and add the juice of
half a lemmon and a tiny b!. of the
peeling and one egg. Shake all to-
gether or beat with a silver fork un-
til light and foamy. Add two or
three lumps of ice. Fill glass with
seltzer and add a few berries on top.

Orangeade.
Boil one-quart- er of a pound of loaf

sugar with i- - pint of water (do not
stir). When dissolved add the thin
yellow rind of two small oranges and
allow to stand two hours.

Strain the juice of four oranges
and one lemon into a pitcher. Re-
move the rind from the syrup. Add
to one and one-h- af pints of water
and on pint of chopped ice. Stir all
together and serve in lemonade
glasses. Many people who cannot
drink lemonade can drink this.
